THE news by thesteamer from 
Apia is credited to the Samoan 
‘Times that Tamassese. has surren- 
dered his forces to Mataafa, and 
that the latter has been formally 
reseated as King. This is very 
likely, for it is known that ever 
since the repulse of the Germans 
at Valili the rebel officers and men 
have been deserting to the Ma- 
taafan camp in large squads. 
When the German war-ships were 
wrecked by the storm of March 
i7th, the rebels were greatly dis- 
heartened, aud went over to the 
~ lawful authority in large numbers, 
Se that it is altogether probable 
‘that Mataafa has taken the justifi- 
able advantages the forces of 
nature have giyen him, and has 
pushed his enemy so hotly that 
submission alone was left to him. 
Nor is it unreasonable to entertain 
belief in the story current in 
Apia that Tamassese has been ex- 
ecuted. Such procedure would be 
im strict accord with the Samoan 
war customs, and has the prece- 
dent set by fully civilized powers 
to fortify it. The news just at 
hand, says the MRecord-Union, 
-throws more light upon the fight 
at Valili, and the story now is that 
the Germans sent word to Tamas- 
sese that they would send 150 
marines and sailors to him in 
boats: that as soon as they landed 
they would take a strong position 
in the hills, when the German 
Consul would send an ultimatum 
to Mataafa, and if he refused com- 
pliance, the Germans were to as- 
sault him on one side while the 
rebels charged him on another. But 
the: plans were changed, and the 
G;ermans determined to make the 
assault alone; the boats could not 


effect a landing at the desired | 


point, and a portion of the force 
proceeded wn foot and ‘part went 
to another tanding. A Mataafa 
weman who was wife to a Tames- 
esse warrior, learned of the plot 
and carried the news to the camp 
of her own people, and Mataafa, 
advancing, put_himself between 
the two bodies of Germans and 
thus accomplished .their defeat, 
This, if-taken to be true, puts an 


entirely different face upon the 
matter and clearly justifies the 
Samoan King.

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WALKERS ANY WALKING. | 


S How a Little Sister Kept a Promise to a 


Hints on Graceful Pedestrianism 
by a Retired Professional. - 


How to Cover Considerable Territory With- 
out Appearing Too Tiresome—Proper 
Position of the Feet and Knees— 
How oo Swing the Arms. 


A well-known retired pedestrian writes 
to the Boston Herald as follows about the 
art of walking properly and fast: 

Of late years fast walking has become al- 
most a lost art, and contests in that branch 
of sport are few and far between, princi- 
pally through the many different styles 
adopted by the faster men, and the unsatis- 
factory decisions rendered by incompetent 
judges. There is no branch of exercise 80 
natural and health-giving as walking, and 
in all ite perfection it should be most popu- 
lar with the general public. Fast waikers, 
like first-class athletes, in any branch of 
sport, are said to be born, not made; there- 
fore if one is not possessed of some abiity 
he will never be abie to cope in the front 
ranks of the profession. Style is the most 
essential thing, and must first be studied by 
one who desires to develop into a fast pedes- 
trian. Shifty and webbling modes of pro- 
gression come mainly from the desire to at- 
tain speed in too short a time, and also from 
lack of condition. It is safe to say that 
there are many people in'this country who, 
if trained and developed, would make a 
creditable performance, but there is so little 


- encouragement, either in the amateur or 
_ professional ranks, that those whose no- 


tions of exercise run in that direction re- 
frain from ever attempting to get speed. 
A man accustomed to labor will find a three- 
mile walk every morning most beneficial to 
his health, and a means of keeping his lungs 
in good working order. When one is so 
cramped for time as to be unable to walk 
for so great a distance before going into 
confinement for the day, it would be well 
for him to walk from his home to his store 
or office und back. A man first undertaking 
the task may imagine that his journey is 
never coming to an end, but after each trial 
the task will become less trying, and in time 
it will become nothing more nor less than a 
pleasant stroll, and as the distance appears 
to grow shorter he will gradually get a trifle 
faster. 

A man once turning his attention to walk- 
ing should first study a method of covering 
the ground which will appear graceful, and, 
at the same time, not too tiresome. For 
speed walk erectly, with the arms bent at 
right angles and swinging half way across 
the chest; or, if easier, with a fore-and-aft- 
motion. They should swing loosely, easily 
and naturally. The objects of the arm mo- 
tion are many, the most important being 
thatif youdid not swing them you would 
have the utmost difficulty in beating twelve- 
minutes fora mile, consequently, the arms 
must:be kept in motion. It would be a dif- 
ficult matter to lay down a rule for arm 
motion. Each man should endeavor to 
discover for himself what movement will 


cause him the least exertion and con- 
form to the motion of his body and 
hips, aid him in making ‘a long and , 


graceful stride, and best agree with his 
constitution. Care. should be taken that 
one foot is at all times on the ground, how- 


ever quick the recovery may be; that is to | 


say, when the rear foot is lifted from the 
ground that the heel of the front one is al- 
ready there. The knee should be locked 
and stiff from the heel touching until you 
have thrown the other leg forward and take 
the stride. In fast walking a man should 
stride from forty to fifty inches. In all 
cases a man to accomplish fast time should 
adopt @ steady average pace, and in that 
way cover the last half of the journéy with- 
in a few seconds of the time taken to do the 
first half. 

In olden times men were dispatched on 
their journey atthe top of their speed, in 
order to get their second wind as soon as 
possible. The ‘tsecond wind’ argument 
sounded well enough, but it is difficult to 
make that method practical for several 
reasons There is, in fact, no such thing as 
second wind in any branch of sports. When 
one first starts out he naturally breathes 


quickly and hard, feeling distressed until | 


fairly under way; then ‘the breathing comes 
easier and more natural as the pulse 
beats quicker and the heart works in 
accordance. Asthe lungs work with more 
freedom and distress disappears, it is then 
that the ‘‘second wind’’ is supposed to 
come. When a man starts off at top speed 
he gradually slows down, and never during 
the race fairly recovers himself, while his 
stride is short and jerky, giying -his gait 
any thing but a pleasant or free appear- 
ance. Perseverance is the surest road to 
success, and to attain perfection it takes 
from four to six. years, providing care is 
taken in not over doing it the first year or 
two. In arace a man should never give up 
as long as nature holds out and he is able to 
place one foot before the other. When 
closely pgessed it is always.well to believe 
that if one is in distress bis opponent feels 
equally bad. Races are frequently lost 
through faint-heartedness more than by 
beaten on actual merit. Condition, how- 
ever, will at all times tell in one’s favor. In 
order to become a successful walker alco- 
hole stimulant should not be taken, and 


good hours kept, that is to say, retiring | 


should be not later than eleven o’clock at 
night.
